O Chickenburger is reputed to be tbe oldest 
drive-in restaurant in Canada O Located in 
Bedford for more than seven decades 


Nostalgic and hungiy airport pas¬ 
sengers will soon be able to grab a 
Chickenburger as they fly in and 
out of town. 

Colin MacDonald, manager of 
the Chickenburger in Bedford, said 
Thursday new branches of the 
famous diner will open at the Hal¬ 
ifax Stanfield International Airport 
and on Queen Street in Halifax. 

Construction at the airport has 
already begun next to the Burger 
King and will open in late October, 
said MacDonald. 

The Micco Group, owned by 
MacDonald’s father Mickey and 
family, franchised the airport loca¬ 
tion to HMS Host, an American air¬ 
port food-service company, said 
MacDonald. 

“It was a unique opportunity 
that just popped up,” he said, 
adding the MacDonald family still 
maintains full ownership. “HMS 
Host knows the airports really well 
and they felt that the Chicken¬ 
burger fits with the local clientele.” 


±74\/Chickenburger 
opened on the Bedford 
Highway. 

The Queen Street location will 
not be franchised, and is due to 
open in November, he said. 

MacDonald said he “doesn’t 
want to duplicate, only comple¬ 
ment what’s happened in Bedford.” 

“1 was fortunate enough to work 
with Mrs. Innes before she passed 
away and 1 learned a lot from her,” 
he said, referring to Bernice Innes, 
who co-founded the famous restau¬ 
rant with her husband Jack. “We 
want to complement what the 
Innes family was able to start and 
we want to build on that founda¬ 
tion.” 

He said in opening the new loca¬ 
tions, his No. 1 priority is main¬ 
taining the quality and integrity of 
the food.

A win-win situation, this 
was not. 

Due to some unfortu¬ 
nate luck in seeding posi¬ 
tions, two-thirds of 
Canada’s men’s represen¬ 
tation at the FIVE world 
junior beach volleyball 
championship was pitted 
against itself at the Sands 
at Salter courts on the 
Halifax waterfront on 
Thursday. 

The result was a spirit¬ 
ed head-to-head matchup, 
with William Sidgwick 
and Fiodar Kazhamiaka 
just barely beating Nick 
Del Bianco and Ben Chow 
21-17, 18-21, 16-14. 

“We’re in this tourna¬ 
ment to kick other teams’ 
asses, not our own,” said 
the 20-year-old Sidgwick, 
of ending up in a four- 
team pool with another 
Canadian entry. “It was 
unfortunate.” 

“It’s always fun 
going up against 
another Canadian 
team, on the 
feature court, with 
all the fans 
watching.”

There are six pools of 
four, with the top-two 
teams in each advancing 
to the round of 16 along 
with the top-four third- 
place teams overall. 

Both Canadian entries 
went on to post wins later 
in the day, leaving Sidg¬ 
wick and Kazhamiaka at 
2-0 atop the pool and Del 
Bianco and Chow tied for 
second at 1-1. 

“I’m fully confident 
they’ll come second and 
we’ll come first,” Sidg¬ 
wick said. “If we do that, 
we all have a chance to 
get to the end, and that’s 
all that matters.” 

Del Bianco and Chow 
are a wild-card entry at 
the event, but they 
pushed Sidgwick and 
Kazhamiaka to the brink 
in a match that could 
have gone either way. 

“We’ve practised 

against them, played 
against them and we 
know their tendencies,” 
Chow said. “We had a 
good game plan against 
them, but we just didn’t 
execute.” 

It’s entirely possible 
the two teams could meet 
again in the playoff 
round, or perhaps draw a 
matchup against top- 
ranked Canadians Garrett 
May and Danny 
Demyanenko.

The Charlottetown was 
lauded by Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper in a speech 
to Canadian Forces in Tra¬ 
pani, Italy, on Thursday. 


He gave the militaiy a 
big pat on the back for 
helping to send Moammar 
Gadhafi packing. 

“It was the good work of 
Canada’s armed services — 
your work — working with 
our allies that enabled the 
Libyan people to remove 
Gaddafi from power,” he 
said. 

“The Royal Canadian 
Navy frigate Charlotte¬ 
town, and now her sister 
ship, Vancouver, have done 
splendid work enforcing 
the maritime blockade of 
Gaddafi’s forces.” 

HMGS Vancouver took 
over the mission from the 
HMCS Charlottetown on 
Aug. 18.

Six years of polling has led 
to six years of similar re¬ 
sults — residents support 
the dividing up of Halifax 
Regional Municipality. 

Corporate Research As¬ 
sociates Inc. released a sur¬ 
vey on Thursday showing 
that once again more resi¬ 
dents of HRM favour divid¬ 
ing the municipality into 
two units — one for urban 
residents called the City of 
Halifax, and one for rural 
residents called the County 
of Halifax. 

Forty-eight per cent are 
in support of the two units, 
with 40 per cent opposed. 

Halifax-based CRA has 
been asking this same ques¬ 
tion about whether to di¬ 


vide up HRM since 2005, 
with support for it always 
polling ahead, from 48 to 
61 per cent. 

“The basic reason is ... 
the divisions in our munici¬ 


pality are not being well 
served because of the re¬ 
gional municipality,” said 
pollster Don Mills, the CEO 
of CRA. “The concerns of 
people living in the urban

part are different than peo¬ 
ple living in the rural part.” 

Mills cited several exam¬ 
ples, bringing up crime, 
public transportation and 
development as big issues 
for the urban core, but not 
so for areas like the Eastern 
Shore or Musquodoboit 
Harbour. 

“So as a result of tiying 
to satisfy the diverging 
needs of the municipality, 
the council has fallen short 
of satisfying either con¬ 
stituency,” he said. 

Mills said the highest 
support for status quo from 
this latest poll is in Dart¬ 
mouth, with rural areas 
favouring the split the 
most.

An independent review 
entitled “The Night the City 
Became a Stadium” — 
authored by John Furlong 
and Douglas Keefe — found 
that police lost control of 
the large crowd of fans. 


many of whom were 
fuelled by alcohol, hours 
before Game 7 began. 

The report also found 
that too many people were 
allowed in the temporary 
fan zones. The main view¬ 
ing area on West Georgia 
Street was designed to safe¬ 
ly contain about 34,000 
people, not the 155,000 
people that showed up. 

The authors suggested 
the police should have bet¬ 
ter anticipated fans arriving 
early and prepared for po¬ 
tential problems, and the 
city should have had better 
pubhc safety planning. 


Report findings 


A report on the Vancouver 
riots found a number of 
problems, including: 

► Preparedness: Crowd was 
larger than expected and 
arrived earlier than police 
had anticipated. This led to 
cops being overwhelmed. 

► Communication: Comman¬ 
der's radio didn't work, 
preventing riot police from 
getting in place. Batteries 
for loudspeakers also had¬ 
n't been charged.

No one will ever know 
why Nikita Eaglestick ab¬ 
ducted a 13-month-old 
Winnipeg girl and repeat¬ 
edly smashed her face into 
the pavement. 

But the 21-year-old men¬ 
tally disabled woman now 
faces the prospect of 
spending six years in 
prison after pleading 


guilty to child abduction 
and assault causing bodily 
harm in connection to the 
Sept. 1, 2009, attack. 

The assault “was so hor¬ 
rendous that it’s actually 
difficult to find words to 
describe it,” prosecutor 
Jennifer Mann told Court 
of Queen’s Bench Justice 
Deborah McCawley. 

Eaglestick, then 19, was 
drunk at a party at the 
home of the victim’s moth¬ 
er. She was seen walking 
away with a bundle in her 


arms. Not long after, a 
man living nearby said he 
heard a “weird, high- 
pitched noise” and saw a 
woman striking an object 
against the pavement, 
Mann said. As he got closer 
he saw it was a baby. 

The woman ran off and 
was arrested minutes later. 
Mann said she couldn’t of¬ 
fer any explanation for the 
attack, adding Eaglestick 
was heavily intoxicated. 

The baby has since 
made a full recovery.

O WikiLeaks blames U.K. 
newspaper for security breach 


Uncensored copies of Wik¬ 
iLeaks’ massive tome of 
U.S. State Department ca¬ 
bles were circulating freely 
across the Internet Thurs¬ 
day, a dramatic develop¬ 
ment which leaves U.S.

Apple feels heat over alleged pollution 


Apple is defending itself 
against a fresh barrage of 
criticism from Chinese en¬ 
vironmental activists over 
alleged pollution by the 
manufacturers who make 
its iconic iPhones, iPads 
and other products. 

In a report issued 


Wednesday, a group of 
nongovernmental organi¬ 
zations accused the tech¬ 
nology giant of violating 
its own corporate respon¬ 
sibility standards by using 
suppliers it said its investi¬ 
gations found are violating 
the law and endangering 


public health by discharg¬ 
ing heavy metals and oth¬ 
er toxins. 

Responding to the re¬ 
port, Apple said Thursday 
that it was committed to 
“driving the highest stan¬ 
dards of social responsibil¬ 
ity” in its supply chain. 


The latest report ex¬ 
plores in more detail find¬ 
ings of an earlier one that 
took Apple and other big 
electronics makers to task 
for alleged violations of 
labour and environmental 
standards.

Shaw dumps wireless plan 

O Despite $180M investment, Shaw abandons initiative 


Shaw Communications has 
pulled the plug on plans to 
launch a wireless phone 
service, favouring instead a 
less risky venture into Wi-Fi 
services. 

After spending three 
years and millions of dollars 
toward a wireless network 
rollout, the Calgaiy-based 
telecommunications com¬ 
pany said yesterday it has 
determined that the poten¬ 
tial payoff doesn’t justify 
risking the $l-billion invest¬ 
ment required. 

“The wireless business is 
challenging from a number 
of perspectives and it be¬ 
came clear from our review 


that the economics of a new 
entrant wireless provider 
are not compelhng,” CEO 
Brad Shaw said on a confer¬ 
ence call with analysts. 

Toronto-based Rogers 
Communications Inc. has 
Canada’s largest base of 
wireless customers, fol¬ 
lowed by BCE Inc.’s Bell 
Canada and Telus Corp., 
Shaw’s main rival in West¬ 
ern Canada. There are 
smaller, newer wireless car¬ 
riers that have sprung up 
since the federal govern¬ 
ment auctioned off addi¬ 
tional spectrum and set 
aside a portion of it for new¬ 
comers. 


Shaw said the company 
reached its decision after re¬ 
viewing its assets, including 
how wireless would fit with¬ 
in its existing service bun¬ 
dles that include Internet, 
cable television and satellite 
television. 

Instead, the company 
will focus on building a Wi¬ 
Fi network that will let cus¬ 
tomers use Shaw services 
outside their home — at cof¬ 
fee shops, shopping malls, 
and other hotspots — a 
trend it has pegged for 
growth as it sees a shift in 
Internet usage toward hand¬ 
held devices.

Big automakers remain strong 


The Big Three automakers 
from Detroit reported 
strong Canadian sales 
growth in August even as 
consumers fretted about 
household finances, high 
gas prices and the state of 
the economy. 

Ford Canada said Thurs¬ 
day that it saw an eight per 
cent increase in overall 
sales in August over the pri¬ 
or year. General Motors 
Canada saw a seven per 
cent increase and sales at 
Chrysler Canada grew 18 
per cent compared with Au¬ 
gust 2010. 

All three cited growing 
interest in fuel-efficient ve¬ 
hicles as important drivers 
of growth. 

Consumers are continu¬ 
ing their trend toward pur¬

Ford Canada chief execu¬ 
tive David Mondragon. 

The industry is expected 
to see growth this year, but 
remains cautious in its out¬ 
look as consumer confi¬ 
dence falters amid renewed 
fears the global economy — 
and especially the United 
States — could slip back in¬ 
to recession. 

Ford, Canada’s top-sell¬ 
ing automaker, sold 25,927 
vehicles in August, its best 
results for the month in 23 
years. 

Since January, the com¬ 
pany has sold 193,648 cars 
and trucks, 5.2 per cent 
higher than the prior year. 

Overall car sales were up 
18 per cent to 6,898 units in 
August. Sales since January 


are up 22 per cent to 
52,622. Truck sales grew 
five per cent to 19,029 and 
by 0.1 per cent to 141,026 
for the year to date. 

Meanwhile, General Mo¬ 
tors Canada took the No. 2 
position, with 25,045 vehi¬ 
cles sold — a seven per cent 
increase from the month 
last year. 

It said demand for its fu¬ 
el-efficient cars and 
crossovers grew across the 
lineup, with sales of its 
Cruze, Mahbu and Equinox 
leading the way. 

Chrysler Canada saw the 
biggest increase in sales 
among the so-called Detroit 
Big Three automakers, driv¬ 
en by a doubling in car 
sales. An 18 per cent in¬ 
crease in Jeep sales also 
helped the company.

A visit by a Chinese 
leader meant to spread 
goodwill has instead left 
Hong Kong fuming. 

In the two weeks since 
the visit, journalists have 
taken to the street in 
protest. Professors have 
taken out newspaper ads 
and students demanded 
the police chief resign. 

The uproar is the lat¬ 
est clash of cultures 
between the authoritari¬ 
an government in Beijing 
and Hong Kong, the for¬ 
mer British colony 
returned to China’s con¬ 
trol but allowed to keep 
its capitalism, civil liber¬ 
ties and Western-style le¬ 
gal system. 

Sparking the outrage 
were the security 
arrangements put on for 
Vice Premier Li Keqiang, 
a rising star in the 
Chinese leadership. Hong 
Kong’s vigorous press 
complained they were 
kept far away from Li 
during the few events 
they were allowed to cov¬ 
er. While such tactics are 
standard procedure in 
mainland China, Chinese 
leaders are usually more 
careful not to alienate 
freewheeling Hong Kong. 

The heavy-handed se¬ 
curity has served to 
heighten concern in 
Hong Kong that its auton¬ 
omy is being eroded by a 
mainland government.

Jamie Bell can handle just 
about any challenge he 
can face as an actor. 

His first role ever after 
all, was that of the iconic 
14 year-old dancing sa¬ 
vant in Billy Elliot, back 
in 2000. 

Earlier this year, he 
fenced his way through 
complex fight scenes in 
icy rivers for the Roman 
epic The Eagle. 

And this winter, he will 
take on one of the most 
beloved characters of all 
time using motion-cap¬ 
ture technology for The 
Adventures of Tintin. 

It sounds as though act¬ 
ing with a green screen 
might be difficult, but 
Bell is quick to dismiss 
this as any kind of chal¬ 
lenge. 

“An actor who enters 
into a motion capture 
film will bring to the table 
exactly what they bring to 
the table in a life action 
film,” he says. 

“The only difference is 
that you don’t wear cos¬ 
tumes and the props in 
front of you are represen¬ 
tational of what they are 
in the virtual world.” 

As a young child, the 25 
year-old Brit had loved the 
Tintin comics, which 
served as an inspiration to 
him. 

“Everything he did, 1 
wanted to do myself,” he 
says. 

“1 wanted to be a jour¬ 
nalist. Obviously, 1 defi¬ 
nitely don’t want to do 
that now, because I’ve 
met so many of them. 
Travelling the world, 
great, always wanted to 
do that as a child. 

“Tintin did it every 
week on my TV set.” 

Not many people get to 
see themselves animated 
into one of their favourite 
fictional characters from 
childhood and for Bell, 
seeing animated scenes 
from Tintin was a little 
unsettling. 

“It’s weird seeing my 
facial articulations, all 


that stuff, on another per¬ 
son’s body with another 
person’s face, but 1 think 
that’s only weird to me,” 
he says. 

“But 1 think [other peo¬ 
ple] will be blown away by 
how advanced this tech¬ 
nology is, how good the 
animation is. How, ‘oh 
thank god it’s not like 
those other films.’ 

“We’ve really stepped 
up the bar.”

O Loss of Belak after deaths of two 
other players prompts review 


A feeling of disbelief be¬ 
gan giving way to intro¬ 
spection as the hockey 
world sought to come to 
terms with the loss of a 
third NHL tough guy in a 
matter of months. 

Wade Belak’s apparent 
suicide in a downtown 
Toronto hotel and condo 
sent shockwaves through 
the hockey community, 
prompting the NHL and 
NHL Players’ Association 
to launch an immediate 
review of its programs to 
determine “whether con¬ 
crete steps can be taken to 
enhance player welfare 
and minimize the likeli¬ 
hood of such events tak¬ 
ing place.” 

Belak’s death closely 
followed those of New 
York Rangers forward 
Derek Boogaard and Win¬ 
nipeg Jets forward Rick 
R 5 ^ien. However, unlike 
those men, the 35-year-old 
gave off no signs of trou¬ 
ble prior to being found 
dead on Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

“From what 1 under¬ 
stand right now, there 
were no warning signs,” 
NHLPA special advisor 
Mathieu Schneider said 
Thursday in an interview. 
“Maybe we’ll learn some¬ 
thing different over the 
next few weeks. But every¬ 
one that I’ve heard from 
so far is just in shock.” 

The alarming news left 
plenty of questions unan¬ 
swered: Could anything 
have been done to prevent 
it? Is there a connection 
between the difficult job 
all three players per¬ 
formed on the ice and the 
tragedies that claimed 
them? Should the role of 
fighting in the NHL be re¬ 
examined? 

They were asked both 
publicly and in private by 
everyone from league ex¬ 
ecutives to fans to other 
NHL players. 

“There was a bunch of 


us actually golfing yester¬ 
day and as soon as we 
found out, you stop right 
away and think: ‘This is 
the third guy already this 
summer,”’ said Maple 
Leafs defenceman Luke 
Schenn. “It’s hard to grasp 
and see why it’s happen¬ 
ing.” 

Belak recently retired 
after 14 seasons in the 
NHL and had moved on to 
a burgeoning television 
career. He was in Toronto 
to appear as a contestant 
on CBC’s Battle of the 
Blades and was scheduled 
to work on game broad¬ 
casts for the Nashville 
Predators this coming sea¬ 
son. 

With a big personality 
that matched his six-foot- 
five frame, Belak was uni¬ 
versally described as a 
fun-loving guy that lit up a 
room with his infectious 
attitude. 

There were no signs of 
internal struggle or dis¬ 
tress — even for those 
close to him. Belak’s fa¬ 
ther, Lionel Aadland, last 
spoke to his son a couple 
weeks back and thought 
he was in good spirits. 

“1 think the Wade Belak 
that people in Toronto 
saw off the ice was the 
way that we knew (him) 
his whole life,” Aadland 
told CP24. “He had quite a 
sense of humour and we 
enjoyed that — as every¬ 
body else did. We just nev¬ 
er saw an54hing 
different.” 

That friendly de¬ 
meanour was even on dis¬ 
play earlier this week at 
an arena in Mississauga, 
when Belak was besieged 
by members of a youth 
hockey team while train¬ 
ing for Battle of the 
Blades. He was more than 
happy to sign autographs 
and pose for photos. 

One day later, he was 
found dead in a hotel
